After four weeks of hard bargaining, the first Anglo-Israeli financial 


‘agreement was concluded last week-end, Britain consenting to release 


£6,950,000 of Israel's blocked sterling balances held by the British Treasury. 
Mr. David Horowitz, head of the Israeli delegation to the talks, said 
that the agreement will enable Israel to purchase raw materials and capital 
goods from Britain on a considerable scale. 
Under the agreement, £700,000 is to be released each month for six 


months (May to October). 


Of this, £200,000 will be transferable into soft 


currency for payment of purchases in countries outside the sterling area.

LIBERALS TO LEAVE DEPUTIES 


“A Matter of Principle” 
[By a JewisH CHronicte Reporter] 


The Liberal Jewish Congregation, at 
its annual meeting last Senden at 28, St. 
Joha’s Wood Road, N.W.8, endorsed the 
Council's recommendation “that repre- 
sentatives from the synagogue should not 
be elected until the denial of rights by the 
Board to Liberal Jewish Congregations 
tas been rectified.” 

Only t@ members voted against this 
resolution, which was submitied by the 
President of the congregation, Colonel 
Louis H. Glucksiein, K.C.,. who presided. 

The Presiden said that their repre- 
sentatives until 1943 had worked happily 
with their fcllow-Deputies for the good 
of the Anglo-Jewish Community. This 
harmony and co-operation had been com- 
pletely destroyed in 1943 by the success- 
ful coup d état on the part of the so- 
cated Zionist Nationalist caucus when 
they captured the Board. From that time 
onward disunity and disharmony had 
become genecra!. 

lt was not, however. for these reasons 
that he was urging that the synagogue 
should not re-elect Deputies. He was 
basing his appeal on the recent decision 
by the Board-—a decision which was. in 
his opinion, unbchevable intolerance— 
when the Liberal’ Congrégations repre- 
senied on that Board were refused rights 
in relation to the appointment of mar- 
riage secretaries. 

Col. Gluckstein acknowledged with 
thanks the attitude of two outstanding 
members of the Orthodox community 
Dr. George Webber and Mr. Isaac 
Landau—-who had spoken with intense 
sympathy and understanding in support 
of the amendment. He also recorded 
with pleasure the fact that practically all 
the Officers of the Board had voted in 
favour of the amendment. 

“We are now.” he said, “ apparently 
described as “Congregations of persons 
not professing the Jewish religion. ~ 
What religion they were said to profess. 
if nm were not the Jewish rehgion, he 
found it difficult to see. 


No Secession 
* We are not seceding from the Jewish 
Community. he made clear. They 


would continue to work for ut. Bul what 
they did recommend as a Counc:! and a 
Union to their constituents, was that they 
should not elect representatives to the 
Board until the denial of righis by the 
Board to Liberal Jewish Congregations 
had been rectilied 

It was not thew intention permanenily 
to withdraw from the Board. But ther 
self-respect and the dignity of Libera! 
Judaism demanded that thev should no 
longer associate themseives with a Board 
which was capable of discriminating 
against iheir movement as it had. 

“ As soon as the Boards constitution 
has been amended.” he -said, “to make 
it possible for the President to certify in 
accordance with the Act of Parhament. 
we shall certainly suggest that we should 
renew our membership.” 

They might ask what effect was this 
failure to elect Deputies going to have 
on the Liberal Jewish Synagogue or how 
they were to make their voices heard. 
if not at the Board. His answer, so far 
as the first question was concerned. was 
thar he did not believe that any harm 
whatever would result to Liberal Judaism 
If the Sefardi Community, the Libera! 
Movement. the A.J.A.. and some, if not 
all. of the Berkeley Street Group were 
no longer represented on the Board, it 
would not be possible for that body to 
describe itself as representative of the 
Anglo-Jewish Community. 

By informal discussion and consuiia- 
tion with congregations similarly placed, 
they would easily and quickly be able 
to speak on any problem in which they 
regarded themselves as concerned. 

In the discussion which followed. Mr. 
F. E. Brandenburger, while agreeing that 
they had been treated “in a disgraceful 


way by the Board's decision on this 
question, urged that they should re-elect 
representatives. Their ecxample would 
encourage other congregations to do the 
same and so help to arrest the present 
drift away from the Board. 

ie majority of the members of the 
Board of Deputies.” said Mr. Harold 
Soref, “have categorically stated that 
they consider us and the members of 
Our congregation not to be professing 
the Jewish religion, and it would be not 
only tactically unwise, bul a shame to 
go back to a public Jewish body that 
does not regard us as Jews.” 

The issue, said the Minister Emericus., 
Rabbi Dr. Israel 1. Mattuck, was a much 
deeper one than Mr. Brandenberger 
seemed to suggest. It was a matier of 
principle as well as of religious self- 
respect that should prevent them from 
cominuing the relation with the Board 
of Deputies until the position was recti- 
fied. He stressed the fact that 90 per 
cent of the marriages: performed in 
Liberal Synagogues were norma! Jewish 
marriages and that there were only a 
few exceptional cases about which. their 
attitude differed from that of the Oriho- 
dox Ecclesiastical Authorities. 


Denial of Rights 


It came to this, said Dr. Mattuck, thar 
ihe Orthodox Ecclesiastical Authorities. 
under the leadership of Rabbi Brodie. 
had ordered the Board not to accept the 
amendment because that amendment 
would have shown the right which they 
had to be Liberal Jews. How could 
they continue to be members of a Board 
of Deputies which denied their right to 
be Liberal Jews, their right to follow 
the Jewish religion as they chose” 

Mr. M. J. Levy expressed appreciation 
of what he described as “ the admirable 
part THe JewrsnH Curonicte had played 
yn @he discussions on this matier. Such 
he added, were the lengths of intolerance 
o which some of these people went that 
THe JewtsuH CHronicte had been called 
Liberal.” 

During the earlicr part of the pro- 
ceedings, Colonel Gluckstein moved the 
adoption of the annual report and 
accounts for 1948. 

The report, he said, showed continued 
progress and activity. Liberal Judaism 
to-day was held back not for lack of 
members-——because never had so many 
persons applied for admission to member- 
ship as during the past year—but owing 
to the shortage of Ministers 

Ihe year had been noteworthy for the 
appoinmen of the Rev. Leshe I. Edgar 
as the Semor Minister of the congrega- 
tion. In a period of transition in their 
Mimstry the work of the congregation 
had gone forward «smoothly and happily, 
and he expressed appreciation of Dr. 
Mattituck. who had always been available 
for consultation and advice. 

The report and accounts were adopted 

Mr. Edgar said that the educational 
work of the synagogue could: well stand 
comparison. with with that of any con- 
gregation in the country 

On the motion of Miss Lily Montagu, 
OB.E.. J.P... Col. Gluckstein was re- 
elected President.

BRITISH AT AQABA 


The Government are still reluctant to 
say how long British troops will remain 
at Aqaba. The latest comment came 
from Mr. EmMaNnuet SHINWELL, Secretary 
for War, in the House of Commons on 
Tuesday when, replying to Mr. Emrys 
HuGues (Lab., Ayrshire, S.), he declared : 
“It is not possible to say how long it 
will be necessary to retain our forces 
there.” 

When Mr. Hughes asked what was the 


estimated expenditure on barracks at 


Aqaba. Mr. Shinwell said that no expendi- 
ture had been incurred in this respect, 
although some £20,000 had been spent 
on providing temporar accommodation, 
and further sums might be needed. 


SERMON FOR THE WEEK 


A Revelation to 
the World 


HAVUOT is the festival of Reve- 
S lation; but Revelation to whom ? 
The question may sound strange, 
because the obvious answer appears 
to be “to Israel.” But that is not the 
answer the Rabbis have given. They 
insisted that the Revelation at Sinai 
was made to the entire human family. 
In their characteristically quaimt man- 
ner they asserted that each word, as 
it issued from God, was immediately 
and simultaneously translated into 
seventy languages, that bemg, m their 
belief, the number of the nations of 
the world at that time. 
‘This piece of Rabbinical fancy em- 
bodies a profound idea and pomis a 
lesson which mankind needs now 
desperately to grasp. Indeed, it suggests 


a close parallel between the circumstances 


of the giving of the Torah in that remote 
age and the circumstances of the present 


age. 

The Israciites bad been living in a 
country where lawlessness prevailed. The 
rulers of Egypt were pitiless tyrants who 
set a low estimate upon the value of 
human life. particularly where the alien 
was concerned. The Israciiies groaned 
under their burdens, and the whip of the 
taskmaster forced more toil from tired 
bodies. Their existence was further em- 
bittered by a decree that the male children 
born to them must be cast into the Nile. 


"THEN came the Divine act of redemp- 
tion. The Israelites were freed and 

set out for the land where they were to 
construct thew national life lt was 
impres*eed upon them that since they were 
about to become an independent, self- 
governing people, God would provide 
them with the constiiution under which 
they were to live and act as a patiern 
for the world Their laws would be 
dictated by Him for all peoples to learn. 
Such was to be their mission, and for 
that purpose they had been released from 
the house of bondage. In this sense 
Israel was designaied “a kingdom of 
priests and a holy nation.” (Exod. xix, 6.) 
What. then, were the distinctive fea- 
tures of this Divine constitution? — First, 
the people must live under the rule of 


justice and righteousness Judges and 
officers shalt thou make thee in ail thy 
gates... avd they shal! judge the people 


with righteous tudgment, Justice, jus- 
tice Shalt thou ‘follow. that thou, mayest 
hve.” (Deut. xvi, 18-20.) That was the 
primary necessity im government: an un- 
corrupted and incorruptible judicial 
sysiem 

Secondly. the law of justice must be 
exercised towards al! without discrimina- 
tion. Where a question of human right 
was concerned. no distinciion must be 
drawn between native and alien. They 
are alike children of God and must be 
accorded the same consideration and 
opportunity to hve. The enforcement of 
this principle excludes a problem which 
i$ SO great a complexity in the modern 
world, namely the problem of minori- 
ties. » “ Ye shall have one manner of 
law. as well for the stranger as for the 
home-born: for | am the Lord your 
God.” (Levit. xxiv, 22.) 

Thirdly, no person in the State is above 
the law: an autocratic ruler. who acts 
as he pleases, is not to be tolerated. If 
Israel chose to be ruled by a king. quite 
a new concent of the monarchy ss formu- 
lated. On ascending the throne he was 
(to write him a copy of the book of the 
law. “and he shall read therein all the 
days of his life. that he may learn to 
fear the Lord his God. to keep all the 
words of this law that his heart be 
not lifted up above. his brethren, and 
that he turn not aside from the com- 
mandment. to the rieht hand or to the 


deft.” (Deut. xvir, 19.) This preseription 


for the ruler of the State is the opposite 
of autocracy and dictatorship. 


FRE are three fundamenta! charac- 
teristics of the constitution that was 
communicated to Israel for the benefit of 
all peoples. Wf they had been generally 
adopted and practised, the history of 
mankind would not consist of a con- 
tinuous story of oppression and war, but 
of helpful and peaceful co-operation for 
the promotion of the welfare of ail. 
The close parallel between the past and 
present is evident. As a new era opened 
for Israel after the overthrow of Egyptian 
tyranny, so @ new era iS NOW Opening 
before the human race after the removal 
of the Nazi menace. And as in the past, 
a divinely formulated constitution was 
provided to guide Israel to happiness and 
true greatness, so is the same constitu- 
tion. in its essential principles, urged 
upon the nations of the world as the 
only charter of freedom and security. 
Hitherto everything but the teachings 
of Sinai has been tried by the peoples 
for self-protection and self-interest, but 
it has invariably proved a tragic failure. 
Surely, then, it is high ume that men 
gave the teachings of Sinai a tial.

But the Board was faced with 
msurmountable difficuimes wm finding a 
remedy. The Board had been primarily 
established for the preservation of 
Kashrut; and it was not its function to 
become prosecuting agents for the Board 
ot Trade or the Ministry of Food. 

it was for the Ministry of Food to see 
that there was no breach of the Price 
Control regulations. Nevertheless. the 

rd was very concerned over this mat- 
ter and was doing all u could, within 
its jurisdiction, to alleviate the alleged 
breach of price regulations

During last year, representatives of the 
R.S.P.C.A., with a number of veterinary 
students and Dr. Edith Summerskill, the 
Under-Secretary to the Ministry of Food, 
had visited the cattle market, where 
demonsirations im the casting and 
slaughtering of animals took place, and, 
he was pleased to state, praise and com- 
mendation was expressed for the way in 


~which Shechita. was performed. 


The Ministry of Food had come to an 
agreement, following representations by 
Sir Robert Waley Cohen and the Chief 
Rabbi, to the effect thai all new appli- 
cants ‘for the heence of the Board must, 
after approval by the Beth Din. be sub- 
mitted. with the rd’s recommendation, 
to the Ministry of Food: and in the 
event of the Board, through the Beth 
Din, finding it necessary to revoke a 
licence, the Ministry would likewise be 
informed so that the supply of kasher 
meat would cease. 

Several concessions to the employees 
with a view to improving working cond:- 
tions had been made, and builders were 
now at work improving the poultry yards, 
and rest rooms for the staff. 

The Shechita Committee of the Board 
of Deputies had for some tme been 
engaged in drawing up plans for an im- 
prowed casting pen A prototype 
machine had been. made and would 
shortly be installed at the Metropolitan 
Cattle Market, Islington, where it would 
be fully and imtensively tried out. if 
necessary, demonstrations would be given 


to Shechita bodies (throughour the 
country. 

It was hoped im the acar future to 
call a conference of all the Shechita 
bodies throughout the cowntry, so (hat 
all the matters of administration and 
difficulties relating to Shechita could be 
discussed and a common policy adopted. 

Mr Cohen said that the London 
Board of Shechita and the whole of the 
community viewed with concern the 
reuremem of Mr. Isaac ndaw from 
the Presidency of the Board. Me (Mr. 
Cohen) had found necessary to retwe 
as Vice-President of the Board, although 
he hoped thar he would be able to remam 
a member of the Executive of the Board 
if he was re-clected. 

He hoped now that the writer of the 
leader winch appeared in THe Jewrsn 
CHRONICLE capressing) some doubt 
whether the Honorary Officers would 
retire, would be relieved to know that 
their resignations were definite.

social cxaperiment. said Dr. FPliash. the 
urge to seck social justice fostered by our 
ancient Prophets had begun to bear fruit. 


Forms of co-operative endeavour, com- 
muna! agricultural settlements, a powecr- 
ful labour organisation with manifold 
activities, youth movements and social 
legislation aimed at eradicating the more 
glaring evils of the capitalistic system. 
As an advocate of peace and of inter- 
national guarantees to small nations. Israc! 
would take its place as foremost defender 
of the principles of collective security 
already embodied in the Charter of, the 
United Nations. 

Answering a question on future Anglo- 
Isracli relations, Dr. Eliash said it was the 
declared task of the two Ministers, Mr. 
A. K. Helm in Tel Aviv and himself in 
London, to bring about the carliest pos- 
sible resumption of normal relations. 
It was to the interest of both countries 
to have normal relations. There were 
many practical problems arising out of 
the rather hieh-handed way im which 
Palestine had been expelled from the 
sterling area. 

Lord Nathan of Churt, in moving the 
vote of thanks to Dr. Eliash. said that 
as a British Jew he found no difficulty at 
all on the question of dual loyalties. He 
saw nothing mconsistent between the pro- 
found loyalty which he. as a son of 
Britain, felt for the country of his birth, 
and the determination to ensure as far 
as one could the success of this new 
State.

IMMIGRANTS NEEDED 
IN ARGENTINA 


Interview with Buenos 
Aires Leader 


[By a Jewtsu Curonicie Reporter) 


Mr. Sujer Matraft, Presidem of the 
Organizacion Argentina Israelita (a pro- 
Government group), who recently arrived 
in London after a visit to Israel and 
Europe, told me in an interview for Tue 
JewisH CHRONICLE that the general eco- 
nomic position of the 500,000 lene in in 
Argentina was good. There were still 
about 20,000 le in the colonies started 
by Baron de iroch, and their productivity 
was increasing. But no newcomers were 
settling at these colomies and there was a 
danger that they would eventually have 
to close down. New Jewish immigrants 
were still entering the country although 
in smaller numbers than before. 

The Jewish population was strongly 
pro-Zionist and had assisted Israel in 
many ways. About 1,000 young Jews went 
to join Hagana last year, but there was 
not at present any great emigration of 
Jews to Israel. He was returning home, 
declared Mr. Matraft, greatly impressed 
with what he had seen in Israel. He in- 
tended to convince Argentinian Jewry that 
what Israel mainly needed was large cam- 
tal investments to enable the country to 
develop at the pace necessary to absorb 
the new immigrants. 

Before President Juan Peron came to 
power in 1946, declared Mr. Matraft, 
there was a great deal of anti-Semitism 
in Argentina. It was a common sight in 
the old days to see posters displayed im 
Buenos Aires inciting the population to 
violence against the Jews. 


Improving Group Relations 


The Organizacion Argentina Israclita. 
said Mr. Matraft,. was formed last vear 
to combat ant)-Semitism and to create 
better understanding between Jews and 
non-lews. 

Mr. Matraft claimed that his group— 
which co-operated fully with Data, the 
representative orgamsation of Argentinian 
Jewry—had achieved considerable success, 
especially in the sphere of immigration to 
Argentina which, he said, was now open 
to any Jew who made application through 
the O.A.1. Representations by his organi- 
sation had resulted in the the authorities 
legalising the position of thousands of 
Jews who had entered the country illegally, 
er on tourist and transit visas. In ad- 
dition. also as a result of their efforts, a 
clause had been inserted in the new Con- 
stitution outlawing racial discrimination. 

In Israel, Mr. Matraft handed to Presi- 
dent Weizmann a personal message from 
President Peron. in which the latter ex- 
pressed his best wishes for the prosperity 
of Israel. and gave assurances of his loyal 
friendship and intention to do everything 
to strengthen friendly relations between 
the two countries.

Surprise U.S. Proposal 


[from our Correspondent—New Yorx] 


A surprise recommendation that all! 
Zionst parties in the Diaspora should 

hquidated. was contained in a report on 
the future of the World Zionist Organi- 
sation submutied by Judge Simon Rifkind 
to the 1,300 delegaics attending the fifty- 
second annual convention of the Zionist 
America here last week- 


The report, drawn up by 15 leaders of 
the 7.0.A.. headed by Judge Rifkind. em- 
phasised that ii was not in the interest of 
the Ziorist Movement that Jews living 
outside Israc! should maintain affiliations 
with the poirical pcrties of Isract as such. 
shape their policies, or be subject.to their 
direction. 

This important document. which may 
well decide the existence of the 7.0.A. 
and the World Zionist Organisation. also 
recommended greater autonomy for 
national Zionist bodies and a gradual 
decentralisation of power in the Work! 
Movement combined with a flexible dis 
tribution of responsibilty for various 
projects essential to the development of 
Isract. "The Zionist Organisation of 
America will m no manner diciate to the 
Government of Israel nor attempt to 
shape its sovereign policy, nor will the 
World Zionsit Organisation or anv of 
tts territorial bodies constitute themselves 
agenis of the Gov crnment of Israel or 
any of its agencies.” the report declared 
The convention adopted by a maiority 
vote a resoluiion on the guesiron of 
avionomy. tt said that “the well-estab- 
lished administrative .autonomy of the 
Ame can bodies should be 
respected in the future.” 


Aims of Zionicm 


Another section of the report which, 

after conmsiderab'e citsc uUSSION. Was referred 
to the new Administration for “ intensive 
study.” deal with the aims of the Zionist 
Movement. These were defined as fol- 
lows: “To safeguard the integrity and 
mdependence of the State of Israc! as a 
democratic commonwealth consistent with 
the laws of séveral countries whereof 
Zionists are nationals or inhabitants: to 
render mora! and material assistance to 
to promote the speedy 
tron to Israc! of Jews desirous of setthng 
there, and further their adequate prepara- 
uuon for economic absorption and cuhkural 
imegration: to co-operate im raising the 
standard of living in Israel; and to assisi 
the organisation of al! Jews for these pur- 
poses by means of local and gereral in- 
stitutions in conformity with local law.” 
It added: * Only the citizens of -Israc! 
owe allegiance to Israc!. The establish- 
ment of Israe! has in no way affected the 
citizenship. of Jews in other lands.” 
«Mr. Eliahu Elath. Israel's Ambassador 
to the United States. told defegates that 
* Zionism is as necessary to-day as if was 
in 1897." Only with the support of a 
strong Zionisi Movement could Israc! 
expect to reetive immigrams of the type 
required to turn the deserts into flourish- 
ing areas, he declared. 

Fartier. the rift within the ranks of the 
Z70.A. was temporarily healed with the 
election of a coalition Admimstration- 
the first for stx years. It ts headed by 


Mr. Daniel Frisch. who succeeds Dr. 
Emanuci Neumann as President. and Mr. 
Rudolf Sonnenborn. a leader of the 
opposition Commitice of Progressive 
Zionists, who was clecited Chairman of 
the Administrative Committee. Mr. Frisch 
announced that he would visit Israel to 
confer with the Governmert about the 
establishment of an “ American House 
of Israc! and also to smooth out the 
relationship between US. Zionists ard 
Istacli leaders 

Neumann delivered a fighting 
speech in which he demanded greater 
autonomy for th ZOA ard Zionist 
Orgamisations m other countries. He 
attacked the Jewish Agency for its inter- 
vention im the United Palestine Appeal 
controversy.and suggested that the 7.0.A 
Should develop its own special activities 
in Isracl “ under our own management 
and control.” 

Rabbi Silver, who also appealed for a 
reorganisation of the Zions! movement. 
accused the Isracli Government of 
ingratitude tor” making alhances with 
non-Zionists against its best. friends for 
political reasons.” 

Despite some opposition. the conven- 
ten adomed a resolution approving the 
resignatiors of Dr. Neumann and Rabbi 
Silver from the Jewish Agency Executive 

The convention énded on a note of 
peace when. at the closing session, Dr. 
Neumann, Rabbi Silver. Dr. Nahuth 
Goldmann.and Mr. Sonnenborn appeared 
on the same platform appealing for unity 
m the Zionmst ranks. Mr. Sonnenborn 
then announced the dissolution of ins 
progressive Zionist group in the larger 
micrests of Zionism

who had come to stay for cight

No doubt they were the strangest 
guesis that hospitable Norway has wel 
comed to its shores. What would they 
look hike? offictals asked. themselves 
How would they behave and react to the 
shilness of a Norwegian village. after 
being accusiomed to the rough-aad 
ready tife ofthe poverty-stricken quar- 
ters of Fez and Oran. ignorant of the 
ways of Western civilrsation ? But when 


the children, neatly clad im new clothing, 


and a htte tired after the long tip trom 


Marseilles, quietly marched into | the 
reception room and gave a stmiing 
“Shalom” to al! present, a wave of 
sympathy overcame the waiting Red 


Cross nurses and air hostesses, w 
rushed forward to embrace them. 


It was, perhaps. a daring caperiment 
to send these youngsters, thew ages rang- 
mg irom cight twelve years, 50 
forciagn a land. The invitaiion was ex- 
tended by Europe-Atd.” a non-Jewssh 
rehef organisation which had con- 
verted the estate of Holmesirand inio a 
children’s colony. Mrs. Oftedal. who is 
in charee of the institution, has had long 


experience aS a voluntary .reliel worker 


m Germany, where she saw the plight of

SHAVUOT 


SHAVUOT reminds us, by its very name, 
that it comes as the fulfilment of a period 
of preparation. As the Feast of Weeks— 
or Pentecost, the fiftieth day—it marks the 
completion of the seven weeks which have 
been solemnly counted since Passover. 
Even as our ancestors were redeemed from 
the bondage of Egypt in order to receive 
the Divine Commandments at Sinai, so year 
by year does the Season of our Freedom 
culminate in this present Season of the 
Giving of our-Law. In our Torah-Reading 
for this Festival stands recorded the ever- 
lasting significance of these historic events: 
“ Thus shalt thou say to the house of Jacob, 
and tell the children of Israel: Ye have seen 
what I did unto the Egyptians, and how I 
bore you on eagles’ wings, and brought you 
unto Myself. Now, therefore, if ye will 
hearken unto My voice indeed, and keep My 
‘covenant, then ye shall be Mine own treasure 
from among all peoples; for all the earth is 
Mine: and ye shall be unto Me a kingdom 
of priests, and a holy nation.” Thus did our 
people enter upon their religious mission 
as the bearers to mankind of moral and 
spiritual truths which have an eternal valid- 
ity. Im another sense, also, the Festival 
represents the climax of weeks of anticipa- 
tion. The days of the Omer which lead 
onward from Passover to Shavuot form a 


reminder of the agricultural aspect of this — 


season's solemnities. At the conclusion of 
the grain-harvest in the Holy Land comes 
this Yom Ha-Bikkurim, the Day of the First- 
Fruits. . This is a time for thanksgiving to 
Providence for the. bounty which supplies 
us with our bodily needs. The flowers and 
plants which. decorate our synagogues, 
together with the reading of the Book of 
Ruth.in the liturgy, cast a lovely fragrance 
over the celebration. This Hag Ha-Katzir. 
the Festival of the Harvest, bids us joyously 
acknowledge both the spiritual and materia! 
gifts which the Almighty has bestowed, and 
it demands that we should cherish those gifts 
for the service of our fellows. 
Contemporary events, whether with regard 
to Jewry in particular or the world in general, 
must reinforce the Festival's message. The 
successful establishment of the State of 
Israel is opening up opportunities of  self- 
determination to huadreds of thousands of 
our brethren who had suffered cruel oppres- 
sion. This emancipation enables them to 


become masters of their destiny and presents — 


them with the means of working out their 
own salvation on the soil of the Holy Land. 
Their energies and enthusiasm can now be 
freely poured into creative work for the 
advancement of the millennial hopes and 
ideals of their people. If they rise to the 
heights of their opportunity, they can estab- 
lish standards Of righteousness and justice 
which will carry forward the noblest tradi- 
tions of Judaism, Im this great. endeavour 
they need the support and encouragement 
of their brethren throughout the world. For 
the message of Judaism was never limited 
to a single land. It was im the desert of 
Sinai that the Divine Law was first accepted 
by the children of Israel. Rabbinic com- 
mentary has been quick to seize upon the 
universalistic significance of the Revelation 
at this place. Moreover, the Reading from 
the Prophets for the first day of the Festival 
describes the revelation granted to Ezekiel: 
“ As I was among the captives by the river 
Chebar .. . the heavens were opened, and | 
saw visions of God. In the fifth day of the 


month, which was the fifth year of King 


Jehoiachin’s captivity, the word of the Lord 
came expressly unto Ezekiel the priest, the 
son of Buzi, in the land of the Chaldeans 
by the river Chebar; and the hand of the 
Lord was there upon him.” 

This passage may perhaps suggest how 
each individual among us—in the com- 
munities of Anglo-Jewry, for instance, at 
this present hour—might be inspired to work 
for the regeneration of his people, were we 
all more attuned to the spiritual life. Never 
did the world more desperately need the 
religious message which the Jewish people 
was chosen to deliver to mankind. More 
urgent than ever is our task to hasten the 
day when all God's children will give 
obedience to the moral law and unite in 
human brotherhood. To this harvesting 
the time of fulfilment has not yet come. 


ROUNDABOUTS AND 
SWINGS 


STALEMATE in Lausanne has been nicely 
balanced this week by success in London, 
the Anglo-Israeli talks having been con- 
cluded in a blaze of mutual good will. There 
is something to be learned from this con- 
trast, chiefly, of course, that where the will 
to agree is lacking even the most elaborate 
conference and conciliation machinery can- 
not produce results. The unfortunate Com- 
missioners sent out by the U.N. are now 
being blamed for the failure of the moun- 
tainous negotiations to give birth even to a 
mouse in the shape of an agreed conference 
agenda. Such criticism takes no account of 
the deliberate intention underlying the delay- 
ing tactics of the Arab leaders. It may well 
be that the Conciliation Commission itself 
was at first misled into regarding these tactics 
as the customary overture to genuine nego- 


tations, and that in consequence it was 


thought wise to allow a little time for the 
traditional formalities of bargaining before 
coming to grips with the problem. If so, 
its members must by now be disillusioned. 
It is reasonably clear from the behaviour 
of the Arab side that agreement was not 
really sought by them. The outstanding prob- 
lem of the Arab refugees has been converted 
into a bargaining weapon while Trans- 
jordan—if not the other Arab States— 
appears interested in retaining as large a 
number as possible of the displaced Pales- 
tinian Arabs rather than in speeding their 
return, since their resettlement on Jordanian 
territory means an accretion of numerical 
and economic strength. Such purposes, how- 
ever, cannot be avowed at this stage, in view 
of the state of public opinion in neighbour- 
ing Syria. The best course for the Arabs. 
then, was to let the talks peter out, and that 
is just what has been happening. 


Meanwhile, Israel can chalk up another 
limited but practical success in the form of 
the Anglo-Israeli agreement on the release of 
sterling balances. On this it may be re- 
marked that the terms secured by the Israeli 
negotiators compare favourably with the 
agreements made by India and Egypt, whose 
remaining balances are being released a good 
deal more slowly. Including the substantial 
amount freed for conversion into other 
“soft” currencies-~i.e., excluding dollars 
and Swiss francs—nearly one-quarter of 
Israel's sterling will become freely available 
during the coming six months. The amount 
finally agreed upon is about midway between 
the terms offered by the Treasury when the 
conversations started, and the request sub- 
mitted by the Israeli delegation, but with a 
decided bias in favour of the Israeli thesis 
In particular, the claim that Israel's balances 
constitute a special case, having largely 
arisen from dollar sources and not from 
war-time purchases made on behalf of the 
British Army, has been tacitly conceded. 
The agreement will help israel to finance a 


oportion of its imports during the second > 


pr 

half of 1949, though there will remain a 
large deficit to be covered from dollar loans 
and gifts. For Britain there is the advantage 
of keeping a foothold in a growing market, 
the price being the release of sterling to 
finance what are at present unrequited 
exports. Given the relative smallness of the 
remaiming sterling balance—estimates range 
between 30 and 40 millions—in comparison 
with Israel's current import bill of some 
£80,000,000 per annum, the bargain is not 


a bad one from the British viewpoint. It 
remains to be seen whether something can 
be done to persuade the Arab States, and 
in particular Iraq, that by preventing the 
resumption of oil shipments to Haifa they 
are merely cutting off their nose to spite 
their face. As far as this country is con- 
cerned, the “cold war™ against Israel 
appears to be, as it ought to be, as good 
as over. 


ROAD TO ISOLATION 


ALTHOUGH not entirely unexpected, the 
Central Committee of Polish Jews’ break 
with the World Jewish Congress, announced 


‘in our last week's issue, came as a surprise 


to many Jews abroad. To most Polish Jews, 
who, despite all the new trends and ideolo- 
gies, still cling to tradition, the announce- 
ment, we have good reason to believe, came 
as a real shock. However tragically 
diminished in numbers, Polish Jews are still 
connected, as they have been for generations, 
by a thousand links of faith, family, and 
sentiment with their brethren abroad. Such 
a momentous step could not have been taken 
without deep thought, even by a Communist- 
dominated organisation, such as the Central 
Committee of Polish Jews has become since 
the sudden, and still unexplained, resignation 
of Dr. ADOLPH BERMAN. 


Whether one approves or disapproves 
of the W.J.C. is immaterial to the main 
issue raised by the withdrawal of Polish 
Jewry from this body. It must be a matter 
of concern and regret that Polish Jewry 
has been forced to take the road to isolation 
imposed years ago on Russian Jewry, and 
to take it now, at a time when, though few 
in numbers, it could still contribute its 
share towards the building up of the new 
Israel, to whose welfare it so gloriously 
contributed in the past. The break with the 
W.J.C. is no doubt bound also to have strong 
repercussions on the relations of Polish Jews 
with their brethren abroad generally, 
especially in view of the drive conducted by 
Jewish Communists against the principle of 
Jewish unity, and the general Communist 
condemnation of all nationalisms except, it 
would seem, the Russian brand. 


Whether all Communists are or are not 
immune to anti-Semitism is still a debatable 
question. There are some observers in this 
country, and many in America, who think 
that there is in Russia and the neighbouring 
States a growing tendency towards a revival! 
of the old anti-Jewish sentiments, and some 
newspapers, especially those hostile to 
Russia, have been quick, .perhaps unjusti- 
fiably so, to conduct anti-Russian propa- 
ganda on that score. And from this point 


_ Of view, the leaders of Polish Jewry to-day, 


by their decision to sever relations with 
Western Jewry, are only playing into the 
hands of the very elements whom they de- 
nounce as capitalist reactionaries. They 
must now realise in Warsaw, as their friends 
do here, that by forcing isolation upon the 
Jewish Community in Potand they deprive 
themselves of the support and popularity 
which they so anxiously seek. No measure 
of official authority throughout a period of 
30 years has yet succeeded in really suppress- 
ing the deep national sentiments which 
Russian Jewry shared with Jews in other 
countries, and no matter what their present 


leaders may decide, Polish Jewry, deep in 


its heart, will remain part of the Jewish 


people. 


PROFESSOR BRODETSKY 


THE warmest congratulations and good wishes 
of the whole of the Anglo-Jewish Community 
will go Out spontaneously to Professor SELIG 
BRODETSKY On his appointment, announced this 
week at the meeting of the Board of Governors 
of the Hebrew University of Jerusalem. as 
President of the University and Chairman 
of its Executive Council. It is a notable 
honour which has thus been bestowed on him 
(and indirectly, too. on Anglo-Jewry), rendered 
doubly so by the fact that he succeeds the noble 
figure of the late Dr. }upAH MAGNes, who. as 


the first President, had so much to do with - 


raising the prestige of the new University into 
world-wide terms, Professor BropeTsKy brings 
many personal qualities and virtues to his new 
position which will help him to grace it fittingly. 
A brilliant mathematician and scholar. he has 
had a long and distinguished career at both 
Cambridge and Leeds Universities, so that in 
the academic sphere he will be no stranger to 
his duties. As a life-long Zionist and lover of 
Israel, he will not feel himself alien—nor will 
he be considered so-—to the atmosphere of 
Jerusalem. As a communal worker of in- 


defatigable habit, he will add to his other 
qualities those of unquenchable energy and 
organising ability. And added to all this. 
he will be able to bring to bear on the 
solving of the many problems of the Hebrew 
University an unrivalled integrity of purpose. 
There are none, either here or abroad, who wi|! 


not wish him well in what must prove, in the 
coming formative years of the University, a 
most onerous but worth-while task. Professor 


BropeTsky’s removal from England, however, 
reminds us that he will inevitably be relinquish- 
ing his post as President of the Board of Depu- 
ties, which he has served so unselfishly for so 
many years. The question of his successor 
therefore assumes an acute form, and much wil! 
depend, in view of oe facing Anglo- 
Jewry and the news the several secessions 
from the Board announced jn this very issuc, on 
the decisions which the Deputies take at their 
next meeting within a few weeks. 


HUMANITY’S SIGN 


A REPORT in our last issue referred to a 60- 
nation conference meeting in Geneva to 
modernise Red Cross treaties in case of atomic 
war. The Israeli delegate spoke about his 
country’s determination to press for recognition 
of the Red Shield of David as the fourth 
emblem of the International Red Cross. The 
three emblems already recognised are the Red 
Cross, the Red Crescent, and the Iranian Lion 
and Sun. The Conference has, however, turned 
down the Israeli Government's proposal, It was 
no demonstration of chauvinism which induced 
this plea for the recognition of the Magen 


- David Adom.. Any such manifestation would 


be entirely out of place in this setting, and 
no such unworthy display was, of course. 
intended. But the other emblems each conve, 
a religious significance which is unacceptable 
to Judaism, and it would be impossible, there- 
fore, for the State of Israel to adopt any par- 
ticular one of them as an official sign. The 
fact that the other three have been accepted 
is in itself an admission that: religious differ- 
ences must and can be respected. As long as 
these other emblems continue to be used, there 
is every justification for equal recognition being 
accorded to the sign of the parallel Jewish 
organisation which has already established such 
a magnificent record of humanitarian service 
in both peace and war. It may be, however. 
that the International Red Cross Organisation 
would prefer to diminish rather than increase 
the number of its emblems. There is much to 
be said in favour of such a body having one 
sign, for universal recognition, instead of 
several. But such a sign would, of course. 
have to be neutral and wuniversalistic. in the 
broadest sense. This might well be the 
happiest solution of the problem, and in that 
eventuality general support might be forth- 
coming for the proposal of the Dutch delega- 
tion, that all nations should adopt the sign of 
a red heart on a white ground. This would 
be a constant reminder that above all nations 
stands humanity. 


JEWISH BOOKS 


ALTHOUGH Jews have been called “ The 
People of the Book,” they do not always live 
up to the implications of that honoured title. 
Anything, therefore, that can be done to pro- 
mote the spread of Jewish knowledge through 
the medium of books deserves the uimost 
support. Several times jn our editorial columns 
we have pleaded for the institution in this 
country of a Jewish Book Week along the 
lines of those organised by Jewish Communities 
in the U.S.A., South Africa, and other lands. 
It is excellent to learn that this idea is now 
to be acted upon in Britain. Under the 
auspices of the Central Jewish Lecture Com- 
mittee, arrangements have been made for the 
establishing of Jewish Book Week. which is 
to be celebrated from October 17 this year. 
It js intended to hold in Woburn House. 
London, an exhibition of books which will 
represent the great wealth of literature dealing 
with all aspects of Judaism and Jewish life. 
Different sections will illustrate religion, 
history, Anglo-Judaica, Palestine, and group 
relations. In addition to the displays of |itera- 
ture and other material, together with appropri- 
ate visual aids, the treasures of the adjacent 
Jewish Museum will be made available to the 
general public during this period. Further 
attractions will include a series of talks by 
distinguished Jewish and non-Jewish speakers, 
concerts of Jewish music, and a show of Jewish 
art. The whole plan shows real initiative and 
imagination, and gives promise of most fruitful 
results, Equally to be welcomed is the recent 
formation of the Jewish Book Council. This 
body has been constituted as the outcome of 
preliminary meetings convened by the Jewish 
Historical Society. It proposes to work 
through synagogues, Jewish youth clubs, and 
various societies. The aim will be to encour- 
age the formation of Jewish libraries, to 
extend such libraries where they may be already 
in existence, and to make them generally avail- 
able. Co-operation will be sought with the 
librarians of public libraries, and up-to-date 
bibliographies will be prepared for Jewish and 
general use. The cultural work which the 
Council has undertaken is’ of outstanding 
importance, and it deserves to be accorded 
every possible help. ,

A GHOST STORY 
Louis Golding’s New Book 


Honey for the Ghost. By Louis 
Hutchinson. 12s. Pad

Louis Golding is one of the most 
prolific of modern authors, but his new 
novel reminds us that he is also a writer 
of rare skill and imagination. The theme 
is analogous to the ancient Jewish folk- 
myth of the Dybbuk. translated from the 
high poetry of good and evil into a taut, 
moving drama of contemporary life. Like 
the Yiddish melodrama, “ The Dy Sa 
Mr. Golding’s story is concerned with 
demonaic possession. 

Jim en a Cockney newspaper 
seller and ex-boxer. learns that he is 
suffering from T.B. The knowledge 
afflicts him with a morbid horror which 
becomes unendu-able during his stay in 
hospital. He rebels and runs away, 
determined to regain his health by work- 
ing on a farm. or, if he has to die, to 
cough up his life in some ditch far from 
home. 


Pact with the Devil 


In the North of Scotland he meets a 
gaunt old woman, Miss Lemuel, who 
mourns the death of Edward, her nephew, 
a young airman who came down in a 
blazing ‘plane after a raid on Berlin. She 
is regatded by the countryfolk as a 
witch, and is obsessed with the dream of 
bringing Edward back to life. With this 
object in mind, she gives Jum asylum, in- 
doctrinates him with stories a t her 
nephew until he is saturated with the 
dead man’s personality... and, finally, 
offers him a pact with the Devil. [n 
return for his regained health he permits 
the entry into his body of Edward's spirit. 
From then on he becomes a split per- 
sonality, increasingly the battleground of 
conflicting forces, and the story moves 
irresistibly to its climax-—the triumph of 
good. 

Throughout the novel the author holds 
a fine balance between the rational and 
the irrational. The book is valid on any 
level. It can be regarded as a subile 
study in mental sickness, an imvestiga- 
tion into the supernatural, a portrait of 
demonaic possession, an investigation of 
the psychology of fear. Miss Lemuel. 
obsessed and macabre, is redeemed by 
the author's compassion and human 
understanding. She must take a foremost 
place in the gallery of Golding portraits, 
and so must Jim Gunning, authentically 
Cockney and human And, as Miss 
Lemuel is redeemed by compassion. so 
is the story salted by humour. Humour 
cannot be separated from people, even 
at their most tragic, but it requires an 
artist to add poignancy to the one and 
majesty to the other by giving them co- 
existence in a novel. 


NEIGHBOURS 


Your Jewish Neighbour. By Myer 
Domnitz. Woburn Press,

Mr. Myer Domnitz, the Secretary and 
Education Officer of the Central Jewish 
Lecture Committee, is tireless in his 
efforts to promote better understanding 
by the Christian of his Jewish neighbour. 

Not content with arranging for the 
members of his extensive panel of Jewish 
lecturers to address Christian groups in 
all parts of the country—a task as effec- 
tively carried out as it is happily con- 
ceived—Mr. Domnitz somehow manages 
to find time to write articles about 
various aspects of Jewish life and 
thought, many of which have been pub- 
lished in Christian periodicals. A sclec- 
tion of these articles is now published in 
this pamphiet. Though envisaged prim- 
arily, as the title implies, for the non- 
Jewish reader, there are, I believe, two 
very good reasons for suggesting that 
these articles should be widely read by 
members of the Jewish Community also. 


Service to the Community 


In the first place, the pamphiet will 
enable the Jewish reader to judge for 
himself of the value of the service ren- 
dered to the community by one of its 
most modest and at the same time most 
devoted workers. And secondly, the 
subjects chosen (they include articles on 
the Jewish Sabbath, the Jewish contribu- 
tion to humanity, the festivals of Pass- 
over and Chanucah) may serve to indicate 
both those aspects of Judaism in which 
the Christian reader is likely to be 
interested, and also the way in which such 
subjects can be effectively presented to 
a Christian audience. In this respect Mr. 
Domnitz brings to his interpretative work 
the advantage of wide educational expert- 
ence acquired in mainly non-Jewish 
circles. 

The Rev. Henry T. Wigley, B.A., B.D., 
the General Secretary of the Free Church 
Federal Council, has written a_ very 
appreciative foreword to this admirable 

lication,

nean spray marks the return of 

the Wandering Jew. Where 

nearly two millennia ago there was a 

splashing of oars by Roman galleys 

bearing the Jewish nation into capti- 

vity and exile, there is to-day a foam- 

ing at the bows of Israeli steamers 

carrying thousands upon thousands of 

disinherited Jews back to the land of 
their forefathers. 


How dissimilar one from the other the 
various fragments of Jewry have become 
during the long, long centuries of world- 
wide dispersion! None but a blind racia- 
list could detect any trace of physical kin- 
ship between the European Jew and the 
Beduin-like Yemenite Jew, the Gandhi- 
ish wisp of the Indian Jew and the big 
Moroccan Jew, the jazzy American Jew 
and the drowsy Turkish Jew, the blond 
Scandinavian, the swarthy Afghan, the 

ongol, the occasional Abyssinian 

alasha, the Chinese half-breed and the 
many other distinctive types, all of whom 
are Jews. For the most part, they cannot 
even converse with each other. e cul- 
tures they bring belong to every point of 
the compass and to different eras. Spiritu- 
ally, too, they are a motley throng. While 
many, especially from Europe, are free- 
thinkers, even the most devout followers 
of Jehovah are oft at variance through 
quaint rites and heretical superstitions ac- 

uired from the strangers among whom 
they have lived. 


Their Common Bond 


Alone, the sure conviction that they are 
Jews, one and all, is their common bond 
Victims one and all of imperishable Gen- 
ule hatred, they are coming together now 
to dwell as Jews in their own homeland. 

What of the élite Jews who have paved 
the way for this homecoming ? Though 
they have been settled in, Palestine only 
a few brief decades and are of highly 
diversified origin, they have already de- 
veloped a strong personality which dis- 
tinguishes them quite unmistakably from 
any other Jewish—or for that matter. 
non-Jewish-—Community anywhere in the 
world. When Israel achieved statehood. 
a young nation was born rather than re- 
surrected out of the debris of an old. 

Now this young nation is busy grafting 
upon its virile body large masses of sickly. 
martyred Galut flesh. It is a major opera- 
tion and a painful one for all concerned, 
but i has to be done and done quickly. 

The Isracli leaders are acutely conscious 
that for the past ten years humanity has 
been in the throes of what can oa be.

never before has so much happened to so 
many in so short a time. In this up- 
heaval, the Jews lost more and gained 
more, relatively, than any other people:

children were obscenely slaughtered, but, 
soon after, the Jewish State was estab- 
lished in a blaze of glory, confined witha! 
to a strip of its far wider Biblical 
boundaries. 

There are no signs as yet that the time- 
quake has is no know 
what is going to happen next, least of a 
what fate holds in store for Jewry. Local 
or global war may break loose again. 
Israe! has not a moment to lose in build- 
ing up HS strength, populating its strate- 
gic frontiers, fertilising its deserts, de- 
ve'oping. its peaceful economy side by 
side with its military power. 


leracl the Heart of Jewry 


For years to come the new State wil! 
need enormous transfusions of 
and manpower from the Galut to ensure 
survival. Such support is its rightful duc 
—even on the basis of the most narrow 
self-interest—-for how can the Galut as 
much as hope to esca extinction. 
whether by physical or 
peaceable submersion, if Israel, the heart 
of Jewry, fails ? A flourishing Israel may 
command sufficient respect to take the 
stine out of anti-Semitism, which draws 
its venomous sustenance from the natura! 
contempt of a strong majority for a weak 
minority. If the worst comes to the worst. 
Israel will be a refuge for the persecuted 
It behoves the wealthy Diaspora Jew to 
invest money in Isracl, just as a sensible 
businessman will take out a life insurance 
policy .... But on the financial side. 
there is one serious snag. isriael’s cost 
of living is to-day the highest anywhere in 
the world, and while the enormous in- 
flation is now to be fought by austerity. 
the foreign imwvestor finds his capital is 
reduced here to half or a third of what 
it s worth elsewhere. There is another 
and even more serious problem over the 
current influx of manpower. [i is. on 
the whole, of rather poor quality. 

The early settlers had come as pioncers 
in a spirit of self-immolation. Mainly of 
town-dwelling and merchant stock, they 
broke dramatically with their past and 


puiched their tents in malarial swamps. 
laboured to turn into fertile 


which 
gardens. They largely imposed their will 
on those of who later entered the 


country out of sheer , a6 refugees. 
In the days of the British Mandate, when 
they risked health and life, their own and 
that of ther Sabra children, as they swam 
and waded ashore with clandestine imm- 
grants in their arms, they did so on patrio- 
te rather than humanitarian grounds. 
Their purpose was not so much to rescuc 
a suffering individual as to deliver an 
offering of a new toiler and fighter for the 
community. The ego would, in the long 
run anyway, benefit by altruistic public 
service 

This attitude has hardened as the 
deluge of immigrants has poured into the 
country since the creation of the State. 
The Isractis are grimly determined to 
force the newcomers into the ptoncering 
way of life. Otherwise, the vigorous 
young State wil] m no time become old 
and decrepit: instead of the wilderness 
being fructified and new industries 
created, the few towns will become im- 
tolerably-overcrowded slums and jungles 
of petty trading. 

in the next Ts to five years, if all 
goes according to present plans, Israc! 
will have more than doubled its popula- 
tion to 2,000,000. and the new arrivals 
will have a numerical preponderance over 
the original Yishuv. 


Crucial Formative Period 


“ Are they gome to assimilate us, or 
are we going to assimilate them? ™ all 
Israclis. from the highest executive to (he 
lowliest street-sweeper, are to-day asking 
themselves. aloud: in tone of vorce 
wivch leaves no dowbi as to the purport 
of the unspoken answer 

There is a keen realisation in Israel 
that even small errors committed now in 
the most crucial formative period of the 
new State, may later have crippling 
effects. Uf any mustakes are made im the 
handling of immigration, they will nor 
be due to an excess of sentimentality. 
Tender emotionalism is shunned in Ierac! 
as an abomination of the old gheitocs 
and as a fetter that hinders action. If 
anything, trouble may be caused through 
a lack of feeling and warmth 

Meanwhile. the Wandering Jew who has 
decided to migrate to Israel. has no 
notion of the larger issues involved. He 
is the first to leave who is miscrable 
wherever he happens to be living, and 
who has nothing to lose, anyway. So it 
is the poor, the déclassés, the down- 
trodden, and the frightened, together with 
some vague dreamers, mystics. and a few 
clear-minded idealists, and a very smal! 


sprinkling indeed of adventurous 
capriahsis, who go to make up the present 
imtial imrush immigrants. Mow of 


them. even the unbelievers, fee! that the 
Messianic hour has struck A miracle 
has happened im the Holy Land. They 
are hurrying thither as heroes im an 
larged mn ve sion of the Biblical 
Exodus. and as heroes they capec: to be 
welcomed. They hardly know what cise to 
expect of Israci, what the country « lke, 
or how they will lwe there they 
do expect to get solace and comfort there 
after all the agonies they have suffered 
m exile. It never, or only scidom. occurs 
to them thar Isracl ig cipecting much, 
very much, of them. The more the pity 
tha: they have not been told. 

To-day. from one end of the carth to 
the other. Jews are busy sciling wp what- 
ever farnitere they ve. Buying up 
whatever compact valuables they can 
afford, packing up their personal belong- 
ines, domesix treasurcs and working.kit, 
anything from a cobbler’s hammer to a 
motor-driven lathe. Free passacte and 
transport of personal effects 5 provided 
for those who wish to avail themselves of 
it. at the eapense of the American Joint 
Distribution Committee. and from all 
four corners of the globe the Wandering 
going home by road. rail. sea, 
and air. 


Batkan Jews Best Colonists 


A fair degree of physical fiiness makes 
any and every Jew eligible for wmmmigra- 
von. But where entire Jewish commun: 
ties decide to go, the sick and the aged 
are taken along, too. From many vil- 
lages and towns in Bulgaria and ‘“Yugo- 
siavia, all the Jews——incidentally. these 
are the best colontsers lerac! has had m 
the past year—have left. locking up ther 
synagogues Behind them, and the keys 
are being collected for permanent display 
im an israch museum 

From Arabia and from Afghanisian, 
Jews are being flown into Israci direct 
by the picturesquelytermed operation 
Magic Carpet.” From Turkey sh pleads 
of Jews are arriving, who, after having 
sold their homes monihs ago. were de- 
tained by the Turkish authorities wnt! they 
had spent most of their hfe-savings. Even 
from nerghbouring Arab coun‘ries at war 
with Israel, a handful of Jews have man- 
aged to cacape across the frontier. From 
Shanghai, several thousand Europcan 
Jewish refugees have got out by plane 
and ship, with the heip of the Inier- 
national Refuece Organimaifon, to make 
the long journcy to Israc!. From Sweden 
and from Brazil, from Sovie: Russa and

ISRAEL'S COINS THROUGHOUT THE CENTURIES

HIS week 
a dream 
has come 


true : after an 
interval of 
nearly 2,000 
years Israel is 
again issuing its 
own coinage. 
And not, as in 
the past ages, 
with the per- 
mission of another Power. 

It happened by coincidence that | made 
the acquaintance of Judaism and. of 
numismatics on one and the same day. 
When I was. being taken for the rite of 
circumcision to be performed, so | am 
told, a shekel was tied with a silk mbbon 
round my neck. The colours of the 
ribbon were those of a Jewish knight 
of the first rank—light blue and white, 
the colours of the High Priests. 

| believe | cried bitterly when the 
ceremony was performed; but I con- 
tinued to clutch the shekel with my hitile 
hands. Perhaps it represen im my 
infant mind my “ entrance fee” to the 
Jewish Community. 


Ancient Chalice 


It was-—-that first piece of moncy | 
ever owned—a silver sheke!l of the firs: 
Jewish revolt against Rome, of the 
period 66-70 c.e. The ancient chalice 
(the cup in which manna was kept in 
the Ark) could be seen on the obverse; 
there was a stem with three flowers 
(representing the budding of Aaron's rod) 
on the reverse. Akhough this coin was 
nearly 2,000 years old, the inscription on 
it was. in tone, modern enough to serve 
for the new Israeli coinage of to-day. 
It read: “ Yerushalayim Hakedosha— 
Jerusalem the Holy.” 3 

Perhaps this incident—trivial in itself 
—is typical of all of us. We suffer for 
being Jews, yet at the same time we hold 
the cup containing the Divine manna, 
and we dream that one day there will 
be realised the message of hope seen on 
the very first Jewish coins, “ Le-Geulat 
Zion—For the Redemption of Zion.” 

It was Simon Maccabeus who minted 
bronze coins after he had been pro 
claimed High Priest, Leader, and Com-

mander of the Jews in 141 pce. He 
had to seek permission to do so; and 
Antiochus VII decreed in 138 B.c_e.: 

Kine Antiochus to Simon the High Price 
and Prince of his Nation and to the pcople 
ot the Jews. greetings. 

“| give thee leave also © coin moncy for 
the cOwntry with thine own stamp 

 Purthermore, when we have oMaimned our 
kinedom we will honowr thee and thy nation 
and thy Temple with great honour. # that 
your honour shall be known throughout the 
work.” 

Simon Maccabeus depicted on these 
first Jewish coins an Etrog (citrus fruit) 
between two Lulavim (bundics of leaves) 
on the obverse, and on the reverse a 
palm-tree between two baskets filled with 
frust. 

It is perhaps disappointing io learn 
that there were no Jewish coins before 
the return from the Exile. It is not even 
certain that the coms of the Persian 
period, showing an owl and. male and 
female heads. were really Jewish: the 
Second Commandment was strictly ob- 
served by the Jew of 2,000 years ago. 
The sheke] mentioned in the Bible was 
a weight, not a coin. ' 

Even the sacred tribute to the Temple 
had to be paid im the gold Darics and 
silver Sigloi of Persia, the Tetradrachms 
of Phoenicia and Philistia, or the coins 
of the Greek kings of Egypt and Syria. 
It was thus a necessity that the precincts 
of the Temple should be resorted to by 
forcign money-changers. 


Maccabean Bronze Coins 


Ali the rulers of the Hasmonean (Mac- 
cabean) Dynasty issued bronze coins with 
inscriptions in ancient Hebrew, 

After the execution of Antigonus, the 
idumaan (Herodian) Dynasty, with the 
help of the Romans, assumed power. 
Herod the Great, the Jewish “ puppet 
ruler by the grace of Rome,” used onl 
Greek writing on his coins. Tho 
inclined to Hellenistic ideas, he did not 
dare to injure the susceptibilities of his 
subjects by depicting human figures. 

After the Roman Empcror. Augustus. 
had dismissed Archelaus. he granted his 
Procurators .the right to issue coims in 
Judea. They also respected the feelings 
of the Jews and refrained from using 
human or animal figures on their coins. 
We find depicted on the coins of this 
period only fruits, vessels, arms, ¢ic. 


Only the name of the ruler appeared: 
not even the portrait of the Empcror 
was permissible. 

In the year 66 c.e. there started the 
first Jewish revok against the Roman 
occupation ftorces 
Jews were fighting alone against the 
might of Roman world-power, the mili- 
tary precision of the Roman Legions. the 
brutality of Roman executions It. was 
then that they minted the first silver 
shekels --“‘ Yerushalayim Hakedosha — 
Jerusalem the Holy shekel of 
Isracl. There were also bronze half- 
shekels, showing the vine leaf and 
amphora. and inscribed with their battle- 
cry, “ Cherut Zione-For the freedom of 
Zion'* 

Vespasian handed over the command 
to his son, Titus. It was only a “ police 
action.” unworthy of the name of a 
“war.” But Titus wanted to return a 
victorious gencral. not as the leader of 
a mere police force. For him there could 
be no triumphal parade unless he de- 
stroyed the Temple, the Holy of Holic. 


After the Destruction 


Roman coins, minted in Palestine, an- 
nouneed to the world the news, Judea 
Capta: The struggle was over. The 
Temple was destroyed and Titus was 
awarded his Parade of Triemph in Rome. 
For the Tenth Roman Legion, which 
accomplished the task, there was struck 
a special Victory Coin, showing on the 
reverse the Standard of the Legion with 
the initials L.X.F.—Legio Decima Fre- 
tensis. 

The last issue of ancient Jewish money 
was not made until the reign of Hadrian, 
during the Second Revolt of 132-135 c.e#., 
under the leadership of Simeon, Nas 
(Prince) of Israel (Simon bar Cochba), 
and Eleazar, the High Priest. These coins 
show a bunch of grapes, with the inscrip- 
tion, “Shana Achat le-Geulat Israel— 
Year One of the of tsraei.” 

On these coins the lolav and efrog 
design appears again; and to arouse the 
enthusiasm of the people for the war 
against Rome there is also shown the

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“ELECTION FEVER 
AT SWANSEA” 


“A Perfectly Normal 
Meeting ” 
To the Editor of Tue Jewrsn CHronicie 


Sin,—I have just read with astonish- 
ment your report on page iS of to-day’s 
JewitsH CHRronicte (May 27), under the 
heading of “ Election Fever at Swansea,” 
in the third paragraph of which you 
stated that “When the President. Mr. 
Palto, after the election, expressed the 
hope that at the next election, m three 
years time, the previous representative 
(Mr. I. H. Benjamin) would again be re- 
turned there were cries of * Shame'’ 
and * Disgusting!’ 

Your report does not give a complete 
account of what happened and wrongt ully 
gives the impression that such ejaculations 
were applicable to me personally, where- 
as, in fact, they were remonstrances 
against Mr. Palto for making a speech 
containing remarks which. by inference. 
were taken as being directed against Mr. 
Coffman. 

This sort of misrepresentation: fre- 
quently arises when a report is incom- 
plete and when a phrase or sentence is 
taken out of its context and pinpointed 
for the sake of publicity. 

In the first place, there: was no election 
fever at Swansea at all, for the simple 
reason that | did not conduct any sort of 
election campaign and did not canvass 
for a single vote. I believe that a certain 
amount of canvassing was done on behalf 
of Mr. Coffman, who also sent out a 
circular letter a couple of days before the 
election, but, surely. he was entitled to 
do that if he wanted to, and his son was 
entitled to help his father by canvassing 
friends and relatives without being des- 
cribed by you as an “election agent.” 

There was no excitement of any kind 
in regard to this election. either prior to 
or at the .election meeting, which was 
conducted in a most orderly fashion. No 
speeches were made by the candidates and 
a vote was taken immediately after the 
members had signed the attendance roll, 
so that to describe what happened by re- 
sorting to such a phrase as “ Election 
Fever ~ is a complete travesty of the facts. 

There was no personal element in the 
election at all and no complaints were 
made as to the manner in which I had 
represented the community at the “Board” 
during the short period of my service 
since the last by-election. It was simply 
a case of Mr. Coffman wishing very much 
to be elected to the “ Board” and 
securing a majority of eleven votes out of 
a poll of seventy-five votes, and not an 
“ overwhelming " majority as might ap- 
pear from your editorial on the subject. 
You seem to think it very funny that Mr. 
Coffman should consider it worthy of 
some effort to get elected on the “Board” 
but | fail to see anything pecuhar about 
his so-called election campaign. He took 
the matter seriously, as he was entitled to 
do, and evidently felt, quite properly, that 
it was an honour to be a member of the 
* Board ” and I do not complain nor do 
1 criticise him for taking every legitimate 
step at his disposal to secure that he 
would be elected. 

Mr. Palto, in proposing a vote of thanks 


to me for my former services to the con- 
gregaiion, expressed the hope that I 
would be elected to the “ Board ™ at the 
next election with a large majority. In 
fairness to Mr, Paito. | do not think he 
intended to disparage Mr. Coffman in any 
way but merely to culogise me in his 
speech proposing the vote of thanks, but 
his remarks were, in the circumstances, 
taken as being insulting to Mr. Coffman 
by a number of Mr. Coffman's friends. 
who expressed their disapproval spon- 
taneously and momentarily. The whole 
incident passed over immediately and, as 
soon as Mr. Palto had finished speaking, 
Mr. Coffman seconded the vote of thanks 
to me, which was carried unanimously 
and with acclamation, to which I duly 
responded, wishing Mr. Coffman a hap 
and successful period of office. and the 
election meeting terminated. as it had be- 
gun and been conducied, in a happy and 
friendly atmosphere. 

It is a great pity that. in order to 
achieve some cheap sensationalism, you 
published a distorted and incomplete re- 
port about a perfectly normal communal 
meeting, which report, together with its 
musicading headline, has created a totally 
false impression of the clection in ques- 
tion and of Jewish Communal life in 


' Swansea. Not content with this. how- 


ever. you proceed to publish an editorial 
in which you purport to lecture the Swan- 
sta community, in a bitterly sarcastic 
vein, for something of which it is not 
guilty and further misrepresent the facts 
by printing false matter. concerning the 
Chairman of the meeting, who made none 
of the remarks attributed to him by you, 
and who conducted the meeting in a fair 
and impartial manner and to the entire 
satisfaction of everyone present. 

I am certain that the members of the 
Swansea community will be amazed to 
read in your news and editorial columns 
what is supposed to have happened in 
Swansea last week. but the most serious 
aspect of this affair is that a responsible 
journal, calling itself the “Organ of Brit- 
ish Jewry, should seize upon.an insigni- 
ficant and trivial incident m the life of a 


community and by a misledding and in- . 


accurate news column accompanied by 
sensational headlines, and an editorial! full 
of sarcasm. ridicule, and misstatement, so 
magnify and distort the facts as perhaps 
to cause a communal rift and personal 
enmities where none previously existed. It 
is very easy for any newspaper to resort 
io “ Tabloid “ tactics in the interests of 
so-called “ news.” but exceedingly diffi- 
cult to undo the damage which may be 
caused when false impressions are created 
by such methods 

I can assure you that the Swansea Jew- 
ish Community is a very happy commu- 
nity and singularly free from the kind of 
nonsense that you impute to it, and it is 
scandalous that it should be publicly pul- 
loried by you in such fasmon without any 
kind of justification whatsoever. 

Finally. I should like to state that Mr. 
Coffman and I! have been friends for 
nearly twenty-five years and shall con- 
tinue to be in spite of your intervention.

In Holborn Bars, London, E.C.. near 
Furnival Street—the new home of THe 
CHronicLe—stands a memorial 
to the men of the Royal Fusihers (City 
of London Regiment) who fell im the 
1914-18 war. Among the regiments 
listed on the pedestal are the 38th, 39th, 
and 40th Jewish) Regiments 

The Regiments were popularly known 
as the “ Judeans.” The 38th were com- 
manded by Lt.-Col. J. H. Patterson,

D.S.O. (who had previously commanded 
the Zion Mule Corps): the 39th by Lt.- 
Col. E. Margolin: and the 40th by Lt.- 
Col: F. D. Samuel. The 38th and 39th 
took part, in the Jordon Valley, in the 
final campaign of Field Marshal Viscount 
Allenby in September, 1918, and in a 
dispatch he praised the good fighting 
qualities they showed in battle. 

The monument was unveiled in Novem- 
ber, 1922. In October, 1948, an inscrip- 
tion was added to the pedestal: “And 
to the Royal Fusiliers who fell in the 
World War 1939-1945.”

No Power to Change Laws 


Te the Editor of Tue Jewisn CHRONICLE 
From Rabbi L. JACOBS 


Sm.—tin editorial on the 
Preachers’ Conference you describe my 
remarks against the immediaic setting up 
of a Sanhedrin as being — of 
laisser-faire at its worst. ay be 
allowed to describe in somewhat greater 
detail why I consider the Sanhedrin sug- 
gestion inopportune at the present time? 

First of all, we should be quite sure 
what it is that we desire the Sanhedrin 
to accomplish. They will have no powers 
of abrogating any of the laws. ex- 
ample is often given, in a discussion on 
the Sanhedrin, of the second day of Yom 
Tov in the Diaspora. Many people seem 
te think that when a Sanhedrin is formed 
they will allow the Jews of the Golah 
to keep one day only as their 
coreligionists in Israel do. 

I challenge anyone to produce any _ 
sage in Jewish law which gives a San- 
hedrin powers to do this or to change 
anv of the existing laws. This may 
disappointing to many people, but it is 
a fact none the fess. This point was 
stressed by all the speakers ay the con- 
ference. who all agreed that if any 
changes are to be made they must be 
made within the framework of the law. 
In other words, what the Sanhedrin can 
dc is to attempt to discover loopholes 
within the law to allow greater leniency. 
Or they can invent legal fictions and in 
this way alter the law. 

The most important ¢xample of a law 
of this kind is the Agunah law. It has 
long been suggested that every Jewish 
marriage should be a conditional one, 
the condition being that the woman 
should not become an Agunah. If she 
was later ieft an Agunah the martriage 
would be retroactively annulled. The 
advocates of a Sanhedrin claim that this 
body could ordain that all Jewish mar-

riages should be made with this condi- 
tion. Now I maintain that this is sheer 
wishful thinking. Quite apart from the 
legal objections which many rs have 
found to a marrige of this kind there 
are obvious moral objections. For one 
thing, if the marriage is annulled in this 
way the man and woman have been liv- 
ing together as man and wife withou: 
in fact being married. And, as David 
Hoffman pointed out years ago, for 
Orthodoxy to adopt this way out of the 
Agunah problem would be to lay itself 
open to the charge of subterfuge and 
evasion, of ciscumventing the law in a 
dishonest way. In addition, the mar- 
riage bond would lose its sanctity in the 
eyes of people if every marriage were to 

> conditional. It is, therefore. ex- 
tremely unlikely chat the great rabbanim 
would ever agree to this plan. 

If, then, the two major problems which 
have agitated. Jews for so long. the 
Agunah problem and the second day Yom 
Tov problem, cannot be solved by a 
Sanhedrin, what can the Sanhedrin do 
and how will they do nu ? Until an 
answer is forthcoming to this question 
the whole Sanhed: in suggestion must re- 
main a huge “red herring.’ 

The positive danger of ‘the Sanhedrin 
idea is that it gives the man in the 
sireet the totally erroneous impression 
thar much of Jewish Law is obsolete 
and only awaits the forming of a San- 
hedrin to be abolished. For the fine dis- 
tinction between finding Heterim and 
abrogating the law is rarely appreciated 
by those who have not had a Talmudic 
training. 

Finally, it should be noted that far 
from the Chief Rabbi ‘being whole- 
heartedly in favour of the Sanhedrin idea. 
as you seem to imply, he. in fact, stated 
in his concluding address that the solu- 
tion has its difficulties and is not as 
simple as we liked to think.

It is not seemly for a member of the 
Jewish majority in this country to ride 
roughshod over. the feelings of any sec- 
tion of the community on the ground that 
it is only a “ dissident minority.”

lar supply of fully-trained teachers. both 
in the secular and religious sense—which 
such a training college would make pos- 
sible—muight well prove to be a boon in 
the expansion of the Jewish Day Schoo! 
Movement as a whole. 

The Christian denominational training 
colleges for day school teachers have in 
many cases established outstanding edu- 
cational reputations: and this should en- 
courage the development of a Jewish 
traming college on similar lines. 

While I fully appreciate that the finan- 
cial issues mvoly are considerable. it 
should be borne in mind that training: 
colleges which are inspected and prove to 
to be efficient, according to Ministry of 
Education regulations, should be able to 
qualify for grants. There is a further 
poim that teachers who are trained in 
such a proposed Jewish training college. 
would not only be available for teaching 
in Jewish Day Schools, but would also 
have the opportunity, should they desire 
it, of teaching in the general day schools, 
and thus widening the scope of their em- 
ployment: this is of course equally true 
of the students who complete their train- 
ing at existing denominational colleges, 
but do not necessarily teach in the schools 
of their own denominations. 

Owing to the increasing importance of 
linking up education at school with the 
“work of youth organisations, it seemed to 
me that such a training college could also 
make special provision for the training of 
youth leaders, who need not necessarily 
confine their talents to Jewish youth or- 
ganisations when ‘hey have completed 
their training.

Sin,—While sincerely grateful to you 


and Professor North for the learned and 
cordial review of my commentary on 
Isaiah which appeared in your May 27 
issue, | hope you will allow me to correct 
a few statements which are not merely 
matters of opinion but simple facts. 
Professor North writes: “Dr. Sloiki 
generally follows traditional Jewish inter- 
pretation, though occasionally he departs 
from it, as in xli. 2, which. he takes as 
refering to Cyrus, not to Abraham, as in 
ihe Targum and Jewish commentaries.’ 
While if is true that whenever my pre- 
decessors had recourse to emendations or 
forced interpretations |. ventured to offer 
my own. the fact remains that in applyint 
the reference to Cyrus | followed a great 
Jewish commentator, Ibn Ezra, whose 
opinion on this point I may add, is also 
quoted with approval by our late revered 
Chief Rabbi. Dr. J. H. Hertz, and also 


happens to agree with that of mo@ern 
commentaries. 

Quoting my view that the Sufferi 
Servant of Wi, 13-liii, 12. is “the idea 
Israel or the faithful remnant.” he adds 
“during the Babylonian exile’ and points 
out that this is against the opinion of the 
Rabbis who “generally interpret it as 
Israel dispersed among the nations in their 
own later times.” But the fact is that 
the phrase, “during the Babylonian exile” 
does not occur in my note and is the Pro- 
fessor’s own addition. 

Since I allowed no emendations, Pro- 
fessor North maintains that the rendering 
ot hamesukkan terumah (xi. 20) as “a 
holm-oak is set apart ” must be a forced 
one. He overlooks, however, that on thi 
rendering, which is adopted by the Ameri- 
can Jewish translation, | have a note 
which frankly points out that “ the dause 
is Of uncertain meaning and many modern 
commentators give preference to the older 
rendering,” etc. 

Finally, the Professor asserts that in my 
Introduction “ there is some approxima- 
tion to the modern view that the Book of 
Isaiah is not all from a single writer.” 
I venture to challenge this statement. I 
certainly dealt with the various views on 
authorship, but I did not presume to ap- 
proximate to. the one mentioned. 

I readily acknowledge the omission of 
the book the Professor mentions. but this 
is Only one of many others that had to be 
omitted. Dr. Cohen. the learned and care- 
ful Editor of the Soncino Books of the 
Bible. was apparently of the same view 
since he has not suggested adding it to 
our “ Bibliography.”

HERE is a lot of talk about the 
godiessness of the present-day 
youth. A great deal of thought 

is being given to the subject by those 
who come into contact with groups of 
young gs as well as by those who 
form the sparse present-day congre- 
gations synagogues.

The resultant facts should act as an 
indication of what mdy be needed to 
make our religion as alive and as lovely 
to our young generation of Jews as it 
was to their forefathers, and, at the same 
time, make if commend itself to their 
sense of logic, and claim their lifclong 
allegiance.

the sterling area included the Arab share. 
and also money belonging to the Pales- 
tine Government. Since then, about 
£20,000,000 has been rcleased by the 
Bank of England to the Anglo-Palestine 
and other banks for trading purposes. 
That method of release, however, meant 
that the Bank of England could virtually 
control Israel's purchases im the sterling 
area, and certainly allowed no transfer 
imo other currencies. The new agrec- 
ment will not only permit Israci to plan 
purchases for the next six months, but 
will also make possible purchases in 
countries oulside the sierling area, with- 
ou barter trade agreements. 

This agreement. considered by the 
Israclis as very satisfactory, marks a new 
chapter in Anglo-Isracli relations, being 
the first agreement to be signed by the 
two Governments. 


British Exports 


Accor di to figures released by the 
Treasury, British exports to Palestine in 
1947 amounted to £17,.363,.452. Imports 
from Palestine in the same period totalled 
£13,054.288. In 1948. after Palestine’s 
expulsion from the sterling area, British 
exports to Israc!l amounted to £7,366,958. 
Imports from Israci in this period totalled 
£13,323,157. 

Although no officials of the British 
Forcign ¢ took part in the financial 
talks, I understand :hat the Forcien Office 
will participate in the much wider finan- 
cial discussions expected to begin in Te! 
Aviv shortly. These will cover all econo- 
mic matters left outstanding when the 
Mandate was relinquished in such confu- 
sion. and will include the claims and 
counter<laims which the two Govern- 
ments have on each other. The question 
of Israel's return to the sterling area has 
been left in abeyance. 

The members of the Isracli delegation 
have left London for the Continent. Mr. 
David Horowitz, who headed the delega- 
tion, was received by Sir Stafford Cripps 
on Monday.

HISTADRUT TO AID

Payment on Piece-Work 
Basis

Ter Aviv 

The General Federation of Jewish 
Labour (Histadrm) ended its conference 
here on Monday with a radical decision 
to abandon its 27-year-old principle of a 
day's pay for a day's work. 

¥ agrecing to accept payment on a 
piece-work basis, Mapai delegates, who 
outnumbered the other delegates, over- 
rode Mapam opposition and made pos- 
sible the rapid increase of industrial pro- 
ductivity which is a accepted 
as the only means overcoming the 
country’s economic difficulties. The build- 
ing programme, particularly, will be given 
an immense fillip by Labour's decision 
to accept incentive rewards instead of a 
guaranteed daily wage. 

There is also a prospect that foreign 
investors. who have been deterred from 
inkiating new enterprises here because of 
the high. unproductive labour costs, may 
now be attracted to Israel. 

Histadrut will form production coun- 
cils for the building industry. agriculture, 
and public works, to determine picce- 
work rates and to fix minimum wages. 

The conference also decided to try to 
steer clear of the East-West split in the 
world trade union movement. Histadrut 
is sending delegates to the rival Milan 
and Geneva meetings to plead for unity, 
but if a division is irrevocable, it will 
adopt a neutral attitude.

withdrawal of Arab armies from Pales- 
iene, and the Arab demand for the imme. 
diate return of all refugees to~ areas 
allocated to the Arabs in the partition 
plan, can hardly be termed serious con- 
tributions to a negotiated peace, This 
hase, which does no credit to anyonc, 
ks hke passing, and the next stage may 
be decisive for the Lausanne meeting. 

Everything now hinges on the hand!ing 
of the Gaza plan by the Commission 
if is is simply passed on to the Arabs 
for Arab comment, then the plan is as 
good as dead. The Egyptians say pub- 
licly that they will not even consider 
it, but the other delegations, and also 
the Egyptians, would be willing to put 
up counter-proposals and discuss these, if 
the Commission took the initiative and 
assumed responsibility for working out 
the plan instead of simply passing on the 
Israeli proposals. 

Another difficulty has made its appear- 
ance. The joint protocol signed by Israc! 
Transjordan, the Lebanon, Egypt, and 
Syria on May 12 has not helped. Insicad 
of being a working basis, the Arabs now 
look upon it as a holy script which says 
that refugees will be discussed first, and 
afterwards the question of frontiers wii! 
also be considered. According to the 
letter of the protocol they are right, and 
they feel themselves cheated by PBsrac! 
when Dr. Eytan introduces qualifications 
to this undertaking. 

Dr. Eytan has now lef; Lausanne for 
consultations with the Israeli Government 
He is expected to return in a fortnight. 


Blood tnafusion Needed 


There is even considerable uncertainty 
whether, even if granted al! their claims, 
the Arab States would be prepared for a 
negotiated peace. Egypt's chief delegate 
biuntly told me that he is not empowered 
to conclude a peace and that he has no 
intention of doing so. 

The .Transjordan delegaies. on the 
other hand, seem anxious for more 
energetic action by the Commission 
which would help them to overcome the 
Syrian opposition towards a settlemen! 

What the Commission needs at this 
Silage is not merely a blood transfusion 
but a substantial blood infusion. The 
whole series of hopeful developments o! 
a month ago has been lost because of the 
lack of leadership. Such direct talks as 
were going on a month ago have been 
stopped. The fact-finding body on 
refugees which was supposed to be ready 
three weeks ago has not yet been nomi- 
nated. The framework for a develop- 
ment agency for the Middle East, which 
was also considered, has faded out into 
the distant future. In short, there is 
not one single issue on which Arab-Israe!! 
relations have improved during the last 
month. 

Meanwhile. it comes as something of 
a shock to hear passing U.S. State 
Department officials and others in con- 
tact with the British Foreign Office, talk 
in a manner which shows that neither 
has yet given up the hope of saving the 
Southern Negev from the Israelis for 
use either by the United States or Britain. 
either by allocating kt to Egypt or to 
Transjordan.
